! The Canadian Nose Conni 

Back in 1666 Quebec Intendent Jean Talon began a 
census of New France, listing by age, sex, marital status 
and occupation his 3,215 Frenchmen. 

As a result Canada is the only country in the world 
to have a statistical profile of development since the 
first settlement was established. 

Every census year the information requested by the 
D.B.S. increases until this year it will ask how many Can¬ 
adians own freezers and how each household disposes 
of sewage. 

In these days of inflation and an effort to cut costs, 
the government will spend $35 million public dollars on 
the exercise which will employ 42,000 enumerators sup¬ 
ervised by 2,000 commissioners, each group handing out 
six million population questionaires and 400,000 agri¬ 
culture questionaires. In the past the DBS enumerators 
filled out the forms - in 1971, by law each Canadian 
family has to fill out their own form. 

The 1971 census will survey 500,000 businesses and 
even the far far north will feel the Trudeau touch as 
snowmobiles, chartered boats and aircraft wiill call on 
isolated northern and coastal communities in an effort 
to make a thorough round-up of the nation's statistics. 

We have often remarked on the hypocrisy of the 
prime minister, once in anger said to Canadian newsmen 
". . . the state has no business in the bedrooms of the 
nation" - but in spite of this, you are asked how many 
bedrooms your home contains? 

Recipients will have to reveal details of their earn¬ 
ing, education, how many hours they worked the previous 
week and how much their house would bring at present 
day market prices. The final insult is to ask what langu¬ 
age is used most often in your home. 

Some years ago we had an opportunity of hearing 
from a Hebrew about the questionaire that Jews in Nazi 
Germahy were required to fill out prior to the war. 

If our memory serves us correctly, except for the rac¬ 
ial and nationality portion, the 1971 Canadian census 
form is similarly inquisitive. 

Many of the private activities and incomes informa¬ 
tion of families are being forced out of Canadians by 
legislation backed up by law, with fines or imprisonment 
for those failing to do so. 

According to the government, all information will be 
microfilmed and to prevent any abuse of this information 
about individuals the microfilm will be kept in strict sec¬ 
urity where neither the police or government agencies 
have access to it. 

To us this is just so much "tripe" as the D.B.S. is a 
government agency. As we have often said - slowly but 
surely governments on all levels are chiseling away at 
our basic freedom, rights and privileges until we will 
become nothing but a nation of vegetables . . . our lives 
dictated by French Canadian opportunists with socialis¬ 
tic philosophies. 

In the 1961 census three Canadians wrote on their 
census papers "none of your damned business" and were 
fined for refusing to co-operate but since 1666 no one 
has been imprisoned. 

And if you wish to be lulled and conned into further 
false security possibly the enlightened remarks of Direc¬ 
tor W. D. Porter, "that once people see the form they 
realize how harmless it is . . would be an insult to your 
intelligence. 

For our part Mr. Porter's remarks are typical govern¬ 
ment hog-wash to justify his position as a director of the 
census division. Under these conditions - who wants to 
be counted? 


Word From The Distant Past 

The recent trip of Prime Minister Pierre Trudeau to 
Russia reminds us of two socialistic leaders with count¬ 
ries having similar problems. And from Lenin we quote 
" . . and then the peasants, suffering from rising unem¬ 
ployment coupled with higher prices and unfair taxes 

Maybe Communist Party Boss Leonid 
Brezhnev and Pierre Trudeau had an opportunity of 
comparing notes.
